When I use carbon paper to transfer 

a pattern, I trace around the pattern 
with a colored pencil. When I used a 
regular black lead pencil I found that 
the mark blended with the pattern and 
it was difficult to make a complete out- 
line without omitting a few lines. With 
the colored lines it is possible to tell at 
a glance whether the complete pattern 
has been covered and all the necessary 
lines have been transferred to the copy.

Let’s TALK TurKEY, by F. Meredith 
Dietz (340 pages; the Dietz Press, Inc., 
Richmond, Virginia; $3). 
MEREDITH DIETZ has not only as- 

¢ sembled a collection of recipes that

He consulted Dr. Frank Payne, a vo- 
cational advisor-psychologist, and Dr. 
Payne, after considering Mr. Davega’s 
past interests and hobbies, suggested that 
he open a country inn. That’s why the 
Davegas bought the White Turkey when 
it became available. They formed a work- 
ing team that not only sent the Danbury. 
White Turkey to new heights but estab- 
lished additional White Turkey restau- 
rants within New York City. Two of 
their principal suppliers turned out to 
be two more working teams, Max and 
Grace Blitzer, who made a turn-about 
face in business after “the first flush of 
youth” and started preparing and selling 
Pinebridge Farm Smoked Turkeys, and 
George and Dorothy Mangravite, whose 
herbs are used not only by the White 
Turkey but by thousands of other cus- 
tomers.

i FINAL 260 pages of Mr. Dietz’s 
book are. devoted to “Recipes that 
Made the White Turkeys Grow and 
Grow.” While many deal with the prep- 
aration of turkey and other fowl, for 
which the restaurants are noted, they are 
by no means limited to that. Here are 
recipes for appetizers, soups, sauces and 
salad dressings, seafood, meats, cheese 
and eggs, vegetables, pastry, salads, 
breads and buns, cakes and cookies (in- 
cluding the recipe for the original Lady 
Baltimore cake, long a secret), pastries 
and pies, puddings and other desserts, 
conserves and relishes (including the 
secret of White Turkey conserve, made 
for forty-two years at the inn), and 
frozen desserts. 

Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year’s Eve are traditionally gala occa- 
sions at the White Turkeys. Mr. Dietz 
gives the Thanksgiving menu at the 
White Turkeys and based on the choices 
made by the restaurants’ customers, 
works out two menus for Thanksgiving 
dinners at home, the popularity of which 
he virtually guarantees. The menus are 
designed to provide plenty of leftovers 
so that mother won’t have to spend all 
of the holiday period in the kitchen. 

If the food which results from the 
recipes included in this book is half as 
good as it sounds, and there is no reason 
to believe that it would not be because 
preparation of the various dishes seems 
to present no unusual problems, then 
there is no use looking farther for the 
secret of the success of the White Tur- 
key inns. And those of us not fortunate 
enough to have an opportunity to visit 
any of them owe a debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Dietz for making it possible for us 


to emulate the White Turkey cooking 
in our own homes. And the generosity 
of the Davegas in revealing their recipes 
to the readers of this book indicates 
that to them there is something else in 
life besides financial profits, something 
called sharing.

To Use Portable Power Tools,’ home 
craftsmen, using portable power tools, 
turned out more houses in 1952 than all 
the professional builders did in 1920! 
These new portable tools have called 
for new techniques which are explained 
by Mr. Reid in this volume. He points 
out, for instance, that the direction of 
a saw cut has been reversed by users of 
portable power tools. The portable hand 
saw cuts from the bottom of the board 
up and from the workman’s side out to 
the far side, just the opposite of the 
hand saw. Methods of making cabinet 
joints, drilling holes for fasteners, fit- 
ting parts together and finishing work 
for painting have changed greatly be- 
cause of the introduction of portable 
power tools. There are also new safety 
factors to be considered because the 
characteristic of portable power tools 
that makes them so valuable, their great 
speed, also makes them more dangerous. 
All of these new aspects, including tech- 
niques, are covered by Mr. Reid. His 
advice on how to buy the best tools for 
the money and how to select the right 
tool for the right job is particularly val- 
uable, since the growing popularity of 
portable power tools has resulted in the 
market being flooded with them, some 
being of definitely inferior quality. He 
deals fully too with tool maintenance.

Into one 
chapter he lumps such other portable 
tools as bench grinders, hedgeshears, and 
the electric chain saw. Since wood and 
wood products are the materials used 
chiefly with portable power tools he also 
includes a chapter on them. In an ap- 
pendix he includes tables showing the 
work and use characteristics of common 
woods, board measure of one lineal foot, 
decimal equivalents of wire, letter and 
fractional size drills, an abrasive chart 
for use with portable sanders, and other 
similar information. 


The added convenience and efficiency 
resulting from the introduction of por- 
table power tools can hardly be overem- 
phasized. The tiresome, time wasting 
necessity for laying out a sawing job, 
marking and carrying the work back 
and forth between bench and its final 
position can now be avoided. A portable 
saw will trim off a board after it is in 
place. The technique of joining pieces 


of wood together in a professional man- 
ner, once a mystery to the layman, can 
now be done with ease by the home- 
craftsman after a little practice with the 
appropriate portable power tools. If 
you are not now familiar with these 
modern miracle tools, Mr. Reid’s book 
will open the door for you into a new 
craft world. And if you are already using 
them, his book will show you how to 
use them even more efficiently.

Jewelry From 


In The Sea 


I’ you had been a spectator in Sep- 
tember, 1953, at the famous White 
Deer dance on the Hoopa Valley Indian 
Reservation, you would have noticed 
that the two principal dancers wore par- 
ticularly beautiful necklaces made from 
colorful abalone shell. The Yurok 
Hoopa and Karok tribes living in the 
region between Redding and Eureka 
near the California-Oregon border are 
noted for their abalone jewelry. But 
the necklaces the two dancers wore were 
not the work of the Indians. They were 
made by blond, curly-haired Charles 
Snell of La Jolla, California. 

Chuck says the abalone jewelry he 
has made for the Indians hasn’t brought 
much return in hard cash, but it has 
brought him a much more satisfactory 
return in friendship with a fine group 
of people, as well as fish, acorns, canned 
cherries and more fresh fruit than he, 
his wife and two small children could 
eat. 

However, sales of abalone earrings, 
belts, lapel ornaments, buttons and neck- 
laces like those worn by the Indian 
dancers have meant real profit when 
sold to the people of La Jolla and near- 
by San Diego. The proprietors of several 
shops have asked Snell to let them sell 
his unusual jewelry but so far he has 
refused. Selling the jewelry presents no 
problem. His only difficulty is finding 
time to fill the orders. 

The abalone shell jewelry is as strik- 
ing as the silver Indian jewelry which 
is so popular—and yet is far less ex- 
pensive. Because it is so unusual and

fits so well with today’s styles, Snell 
finds that each sale leads to others. 
Prospective buyers order from sample 
pieces that he has ready to show them. 

Barbara Snell, who enjoys wearing 
the jewelry Chuck has made for her, 


is an excellent promoter of his wares. 


At a recent party where she wore her 
abalone belt and earrings, four other 
guests asked Chuck to make similar 
pieces for them. Such direct sales mean

a bigger profit than sales through a 
retail outlet, even though the volume 
of sales may be less. Producing on a 
commercial scale would be a full time 
job, too, and at present he isn’t inter- 
ested in going into the jewelry-making 
on that basis. 

Not only is his hobby proving profit- 
able, but Snell points out that it has 
the added advantage of combining his 
two chief interests, skin diving and 
archaeology. The shells are a by-product 
of diving expeditions while the work 
of Indian craftsmen, both prehistoric 
and modern, has supplied the inspiration 
for the designs he uses. His belts, made 
from polished shell disks strung on 
thong, resemble the Navajo concha belts 
of silver disks. Chuck’s “fish hook” ear- 
rings are copied from actual shell fish 
hooks made by the prehistoric Indians 
of the La Jolla region. 


 osesagin (pronounced ab-a-loney) 
is a member of the same mollusk 
family that includes clams, oysters and 
muscles. But the abalone, which is found 
on the Pacific coast, differs from the 
more familiar members of the family. 
It has only one shell, which completely 
covers the upper side of the animal 
while the undercover lower side clings 
tightly to rocks or reefs. Abalone steaks 
are such a valued delicacy among Cali- 
fornians, and wherever the frozen steaks 
can be purchased, that they have become 
quite rare near the shoreline. Commer- 
cial and non-commercial divers now 
pursue them to depths of 100 feet or 
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more. The thick, irridescent shells which 
shimmer with a hundred shades of 
green, blue and red vary in size accord- 
ing to age and kind. The red abalone 
may grow to twelve inches while the 
green seldom exceeds nine inches and 
the black is somewhat smaller. It is the 
green abalone shell which Chuck finds 
most satisfactory for jewelry. The black 
shells are almost too hard to work and 
the red shells, which are very thick, 
require a great deal of grinding, a 
monotonous job at best. 

Although abalones are native to the 
west coast, anyone looking for an un- 
usual and profitable hobby can obtain 
the shell from California dealers. Cali- 
fornia law prohibits the shipping of 
abalone meat out of the state, but there 
is no restriction on shell or shell pro- 
ducts. The largest San Diego dealer will 
sell suitable shell for 10 cents a pound. 
Freight to Chicago for 100 pounds, the 
minimum quotation, is less than $7; to 
New York, about fifty cents more. 
When you know that Snell has received 
as much as $25 for a single polished 
shell, this initial expense doesn’t seem 
extravagant, particularly when 100 
pounds of shell are enough to fill a 
good, big gunny-sack. 


i DESCRIBING his technique for mak- 


shell jewelry, Chuck 
with the time-honored phrase, 
“First catch abalone,” although 
even residents of the California coast 
would probably prefer to get their shells 
in some easier way than diving for 
them as he does. 

“Then,” “eat the 
steaks.” (In this case, you can eat your 
hobby and have it, too).

yard,” he goes on, “until a day when 
there’s a nice breeze blowing. Ignore 
any protests from your wife and scrub 
the shells clean in the kitchen sink. 
Bring your work table and grinder out 
in the yard, put on a respirator and get 
to work.” The respirator is necessary 
because some people find the dust from 
the abalone shells irritating to the nasal 
passages. Hardware stores sell adequate 
respirators for about $1.50. If you're 
lucky, you may find one at a surplus 
store for twenty-five cents. 

Not all shells can be used because 
they are sometimes pierced by the holes 
of a marine worm which attacks aba- 
lone. However, surface worm-holes 
don’t necessarily mean that the shell is 
unusable. Chuck says he judges the 
soundness of the shell by weight. If it 
is heavy and solid-feeling it can usually

$2.50. Hole-saws range in price from $2 
to $4.50 according to size. The modifi- 
cation of the hole-saw is simply a matter 
of removing the bit in the center. This 


makes a tubular tool with a saw-toothed 
edge which, fitted on the mandrel, cuts 
the disks. If the disk doesn’t drop out, 
as it usually does, Chuck recommends 


slowing the drill and tapping the side 
of the saw gently. This loosens the dust 
that sometimes binds the cut disk to 
the side of the saw and the disk will 
fall out. 

Thanks to nature, the interior surface 
of the shell needs no grinding. To grind 
a smooth surface on the exterior of the

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disk, Chuck prefers a used carborun- 
dum grinding wheel. This is worn to 
a rounded edge, a better shape for dress- 
ing the shell than the angular edge of 
an unworn grinding wheel. Surplus 
stores usually ask about twenty-five 
cents for worn wheels. Final polishing 
of both surfaces of the disks is done 
with rouge and a standard buffing 
wheel. 

The polished disks are ready to use 
when the holes are drilled. This can be 
done with a drill bit, or even a nail 
under power. The buttons Snell makes 
have two holes; the belt disks, four. 

The belt disks are strung on a single 
piece of acid-tanned thong which costs 
twenty-five cents for seventy-two inches, 
a satisfactory length for most belts. The 
wearer can easily adjust them to the 
desired size by varying the space be- 
tween the disks. It is important to use 
acid-tanned thong because oil-tanned 
hide leaves a stain on clothing. The size 
of the belt determines the number of 
disks required, of course, so Chuck 
prices them at fifty cents a disk. He 
finds that it takes approximately four- 
teen links for a twenty-four to twenty- 
six-inch waist. 

He sells the buttons for twenty-five 
to fifty cents each, depending on the 
size. 

A moment’s study of the accompany- 
ing photograph of the fish-hook ear- 
rings, which sell for $3.50 a pair, will 
show you that they are basically disks, 
like the buttons and belt links, but with 
the center removed. Using a %4-inch 
hole saw, Chuck makes this center cut 
before removing the blank from the 
shell with a 14-inch hole-saw. He 
grinds the blank into the desired shape 
on the carborundum wheel, using the 
sharp outer edge of an unworn wheel 
to make the angle cuts. The fish-shaped 
earrings and lapel ornaments are shaped 
on the carborundum wheel from a rec- 
tangular blank sawed from the rough 
shell with a hack saw. The lapel orna- 
ment sells for $2.50 and the earrings 
for $2.75. 

Such irregular shaped pieces must be 
sanded by hand and then given a thin 
coat of brushing lacquer instead of be- 
ing polished on the buffer as the but- 
tons and belt disks are. 

Chuck has made only one square- 
linked belt and finds it a much more 
difficult project than the belts made 
from round disks. No hole-saw is large 
enough to cut disks that can be ground 
to the square form, so each must be cut 
by hand. He used a diamond saw for

HOBBYIST OF THE MONTH 


Mrs. W. L. Hardy of 
9650 Gouin Boulevard, 
West St. Genevieve 
Montreal, Canada 


WHEN MRS. W. L. Hardy was in a hospital in Detroit, Michigan, sixteen years ago, she received two gifts on the same day—a 
son, and an African violet. Her son has grown into a fine young man; her violet grew into twelve sturdy plants, which she gave 
to her neighbors when she moved to Montreal 

Mrs. Hardy missed her plants, so she started to grow them again. Now her hobby has mushroomed into a pleasant busi- 
ness. 

When she had 750 plants, her husband, moved by the necessity to procure a little breathing space, built a violet house 
nearby. This eighteen-by-thirty-foot room has windows all the way around, so that the plants can be grown under home-like 
conditions. Now the collection is 4,000 strong and covers 200 varieties, many of which she has bought and exchanged all over 
the continent. 

As all varieties sold must be registered, the plants have to be bought in the United States. But Mrs. Hardy cross-pollinates 
odd plants for her own pleasure and usually has a bunch of seedlings on hand. When a special variety is wanted, they are grown 
from seedlings. 

People from all over the world drop in to see the flowers, and the guest book reads like a League of Nations. In addition to 
all the work involved in growing these plants and showing them to hundreds of visitors, Mrs. Hardy gives lectures on their cul- 
ture to various groups of women. 

She is past-president of the African Violet Club of Greater Montreal, comprising 300 members with six associate clubs, 
which is the largest body of this kind in North America; and is Canadian representative on the board of directors of the Amer- 
ican African Violet Society. 

Many of her plants are given to hospitals and nursing homes in the district. Doctors find it a relaxing hobby and recom- 
mend it to patients recovering from an illness. 

“This could be a very lucrative business,’’ says Mrs. Hardy. But she sells only enough plants to clear expenses and provide 
her with beauty to share with those less fortunate. 

Says Mrs. Hardy, violets are easy to grow, and are not as temperamental as people who can’t raise them think. Given the 
conditions they love, an even temperature, bright north light, and kept away from cooking gas, they should thrive as well as any 
plant. 

Some varieties only bloom for two months of the year, while others bloom all the year around. So to avoid disappointment, 
it is well to find out before buying, just what kind of plant yours is going to be. GLADYS JAY

F Sexi EVERY homemaker has a 
button box. It is usually a fascina- 
ting collection of buttons—some very 
old and some new. You no doubt have 
in your button box some yellowish, flat 
buttons with two large holes. Years ago 
this button was used almost entirely on 
children’s underwear and sleeping gar- 
ments. You can make some very differ- 
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ent tallies and place cards using these 
buttons for ladies’ faces. I do, and I 
have named them “Button-face.” 

You will discover that the tallies will 
be a real sensation at your own bridge 
parties, and you will note that no one 
will discard or give away her tally that 
evening but will want to take it home 
as a favor. The place cards also create

mirth and delight. You can please your 
friends and relatives by giving them a 
package of Button-face tallies or place 
cards for birthday gifts or at Christmas 
time. They also make good party prizes. 
They never fail to please because they 
are so different. Everyone welcomes 
something out-of-the-ordinary! 

If you cannot find any buttons such 
as I have described in your own button 
box, you will find that your neighbors 
will willingly search their button boxes 
for you, and proudly present you with 
the buttons you need to make Button- 
face ladies. However, it is possible to 
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buy at some department stores a button 
that is almost like the old-fashioned 


one except that it is white rather than 
yellowish, and it is more glassy. When 
the demand for my tallies and place 
cards kept increasing, I began to make 
them in Jarger quantities. I then ordered 
a large supply of buttons from a de- 
partment store in a large city nearby. 


S ALL handicraft workers have dis- 

covered, you have to make a num- 
ber of an article before you become 
really skillful at it. Soon you discover 
how to make the product truly attrac- 
tive. At the same time, you learn how 
to increase quantity but decrease the 
working time. Before long you are look- 
ing back, with a smile, and wondering 
how you ever made those first crude 
items! 

So I soon learned that if the Button- 
face tallies and place cards were to be 
made in quantities, I would have to 
stream-line my working procedure. I 
knew it would take too much time to 
cut a different hat and collar for every 
“lady.” I finally decided on four hat 
styles and four collar styles. I take one 
day for cutting hats and collars. These 
are cut from all colors of wool felt. I 
place them according to style and color 
in partitions in a box. This makes for 
easy assembling the next day. I have 
found that four dozen tallies are just 
about the right amount to make in one 
working period. 

For the tally cards I buy the small 
linen cards which can be purchased at 
the five and ten cent store. First I paint 
circles for eyes with tempera paints 
on the cards. I paint twelve pairs of 
blue eyes, twelve pairs of black eyes, 
twelve pairs of brown eyes, and twelve 
pairs of green eyes. Next, I paint the 
eyelashes around the holes of the but- 
tons and also the eyebrows, nose, and 
lips. I then use a toothpick to smear 
household cement on the unpainted side 
of the button and place it on the card 
so that the two large holes fit over the 
two painted eyes. The hair is then 
painted as follows: Twelve brown-haired 
ladies, twelve with black hair, twelve 
with blond hair, and twelve with red 
hair. 

The hats and collars are then put 
on with the household cement. When 
I reach this point in the assembly, I 
pick one card with a blond lady, 
one with dark hair, one with brown 
hair, and one with red hair. This makes 
four different ladies to be packaged 
in one set. I use the four different styles 
of hats and collars in different colors. 
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This method of assembly enables me to 
make every set of four tallies different, 
for the colors and trim are never the 
same. After the hats and collars are on, 
the real fun begins—that of using the 
imagination and trimming each lady as 
prettily as possible. The trim can be 
purchased in almost any five and dime 
store. There are all colors of sequins 
and trim of all shapes and colors avail- 
able. I also use tiny feathers on the 
ladies’ hats. In some states, pheasant 
feathers cannot be used for trimming 
purposes; however, you can always use 
tiny Chicken or duck feathers. I also 
gather small weeds in the fall, dip them 
in gold paint, and when they are dry, 
they make adorable gold corsages on 
the ladies’ collars. 


Y HUSBAND has a small printing 

press (hand-operated) which he 
likes to use when he has spare time. 
(This is one of his hobbies! ) He prints 
the tally score cards and the little stick- 
ers which go on the front of the pack- 
ages which tells the buying public that 
they are handmade and gives them the 
name of Button-face. You can print 
your tally score cards by hand, or plain 
tallies can be purchased from handi- 
craft companies which sell shell sup- 
plies. 

One of the final steps is to punch 
a hole in the upper left corner of the 
two cards and tie with attractive cord 
of any kind. Before wrapping the four 
tallies with Cellophane, I place a piece 
of cardboard under the tallies and fasten 


the ties on the other side with Scotch 
tape. Before fastening the Cellophane, 
I insert one score card in back of the 
package so that the purchaser can see 
what the score card looks like. I then 
put the sticker on the front. 

Before the holiday season came last 
year, I made up some Button-face tallies 
and place cards for Christmas parties. 
I cut the hats and collars from red, 
green, and white felt. I used trim in 
red, green, silver, and gold. I tied the 
tallies with red and green Christmas 
cord. They were sparkling and festive. 
The place cards are made in the same 
way as the tallies except that you fold 
a place card in half, make a slit with 
a razor blade, insert the card with the 
Button-face lady and fasten the lower 
edge of the card with Scotch tape. I 
also cemented a red or green star in 
the upper left corner of the place card. 
The stickers read “Holiday Button-face 
Tallies” (or place cards). The place 
cards were as good sellers as the tallies. 


HAVE designed and made several 

other place cards and tallies but the 
Button-face ladies seem to lead in popu- 
larity. One of my Christmas place cards 
consists of a tiny red birthday cake 
shorter and fastened into 
an acorn. The acorn is first painted 
dark green with flat green paint. Then 
the acorn base is cemented to the gold 
paper on the place card. Tiny weeds, 
previously dipped in gold paint and 
dried, are fastened with household ce-

We Sell Our Popcorn 
By Mail

ig YOU would like to sell the things 

you make but are not the salesman 
type, perhaps selling by mail is the solu- 
tion to disposing of the surplus produc- 
tion of your hobby. 





The idea of calling on buyers or 
store owners terrified me; yet I had 
read that such was the way to find an 
outlet for a product. Another suggestion 
for disposing of hobby products was to 
sell to friends—which was even more 
repugnant, since I was pretty well set 
in my ways about what one can impose 
on a friend. 

Then the idea of selling by mail came. 
Certainly not an original idea since 
every magazine’s advertising section 
attests to the popularity of this method, 
or look at Sears, Roebuck! But it was 
a new idea for me. By not getting in- 
volved in person I could avoid my 
embarrassment, and eliminate the handi- 
cap of my iack of salesmanship. I 
truly believe an item must have real 
quality to sell—the second time, that is. 
But to get it into the hands of your 
customer takes salesmanship in one 
form or another. Selling by mail is an 
excellent method for timid folk.

Many products made in hobby time 
are adaptable to mail order. An idea of 
how many is easily obtained by looking 
through any magazine’s shopping sec- 
tion. Although your hobby might not 
even remotely resemble ours, the prob-

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lems of selling will be much the same. 
So, now let’s get specific. 

The Product. First things first, of 
course. You must have something to 
sell. It can be craft items, instructions 
on “how to,” or perhaps make-it-your- 
self kits—in most cases as wide a range 
as there are hobbies. In our case it was 
popcorn. 

Growing things is our hobby. “Our” 
in this case means my husband, who 
takes little active part in the actual 
gardening but is our Mr. Fix-it and 
keeps the rest of us going and also con- 
tributes to the planning of any family 
activity; my father, retired and making 
his home with us in Mooresville, 
Indiana, is the main gardener; our young 
son, who likes to “get in on” everything; 
and myself, housewife who wanted 
some interest apart from household 
duties and yet remain at home. Our 
popcorn was of excellent quality and 
we had a surplus; we decided to try 
selling it. The fact that a hobby can 
turn a little profit is certainly nothing 
against it. 

How to Sell. In our case, sell by mail. 
The reason: my timidity. With my 
father’s interest in the actual growing 
and my husband busy with a full-time 
job, I was elected business manager. 

Where to Sell. A hobby item pre- 
supposes small production. If you turn 
things out like hotcakes you're in busi- 
ness, not hobbying. However, our rea- 
soning holds true in that case also. 


Advertise to those interested. There 
seems to be a magazine or paper de- 
voted to every subject these days; select 
the one for you. If you are not already 
familiar with such publications, the 
Readers’ Guide at your library may be 
of help, or just the magazines to which 
the library subscribes. You might also 
consider advertising in farm papers or 
your local newspapers. 


Or simply take a look at your news- 
stand. Our town is small and we have 
only two drug stores, yet in looking over 
the magazine display I found these sub- 
jects covered: baby, photography, avia- 
tion, mechanics, radio, electronics, gen- 


eral science, automobiles, crafts in 
metals, plastic, leather, etc., home build- 
ing, animals, children, sports, farming, 
boating, household, decorating, beauty, 
needlework, foods and gardening. If 
your item is so specialized as to belong 
in a trade journal, ask a member of that 
trade or profession for a copy of the 
appropriate publication. Every field 
seems to have its own magazine. In our 
case we chose Organic Gardening and 
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NANCY DAVIS LOADS packages of popcorn, ready for mailing, into the trunk of 
the family motor car, preparatory to starting for the post office. 


Prevention, publications of the Rodale

To the general public popcorn is 
popcorn, and general distribution (even 
though on such a small scale) would 
put us in direct competition with com- 
mercial growers using commercial 
methods. Anyway, it happens to be our 
personal preference to use the organic 
method of gardening, and to allow pop- 
corn to dry naturally (which gives 
better popping quality, confirmed by 
our state university, but not commer- 
cially profitable); so, we selected the 
market whose interest lay in that direc- 
tion. ; 

How to Buy Advertising. Advertising 
can be purchased in two ways: Classi- 
fied, just as in newspaper “want ads,” 
where the price is based on the number 
of words; or display advertising, which 
appears throughout the magazine and 
whose cost is based on the amount of 
space used, that is, number of columns 
wide and number of inches in length 
plus in some instances location in the 
magazine. This type is much more ex- 
pensive, and for us we felt “classified” 
would be ambitious enough. 

A simple letter of request brought 
the necessary price information and 
requirements. We wrote our advertise- 
ment, paid our money and looked for- 
ward to the orders. 

Writing a classified advertisement is 
much like writing a telegram. You want 
to say only what is necessary so as to 


keep the cost at a minimum. Our method 
was to write out what we wanted to say, 
then by eliminating non-essentials ar- 
rive at the final copy. Look over other 
advertisements for ideas. 

As a personal note, let me add that 
it was fun to write the advertisement, 
then receive advance copies of the 
magazine just as if we had taken the 
center spread instead of one small classi- 
fied ad—which sounds naive, I know, 
but we were naive in such matters. 

Packaging. Quality is exceedingly im- 
portant but other factors influence the 
impression on your customer. Try to 
make your product look good at first 
sight. 

Need I say that we already had care- 
fully cleaned our popcorn and protected 
it against contamination. Our product 
was in good condition. 

Plain brown paper bags would have 
served the purpose to be sure, but 
would do nothing to enhance our pop- 
corn. We bought plastic bags. Tele- 
phone directories list packaging manu- 
facturers and distributors, or the 
chamber of commerce of a large city 
will send you sources—for us it was 
Chicago. 

A letter explaining our needs brought 
prices and samples. We wrote to several 
places in order to compare prices, then 
placed our order. To get the lowest 
price per bag, we bought in quantity; 
however, if you don’t want to invest as 
much money in accessory items you can

buy smaller quantities at a higher unit 
price. 

We sealed the bags with my hand 
iron, although manual and automatic 
equipment is available if you want to 
make the investment. Our thinking on 
this line was that such special equip- 


ment belonged in the category of busi- 
ness proper, not marketing a hobby 
product in a small way. With the 
plastic bags we figured if we should 


change our plans, any remaining could 
be applied to household use. 
Labels were printed at the local print-

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ing shop. The man there was most help- 
ful with the design of our label. It was 
simple and cheap, but attractive. We 
used a sketch of our house with a map 
of its location as the decorative feature, 
then the necessary printed information 
was added. 

So there we had the popcorn pack- 
aged and labeled, but then we had to 
get it through the mail. I obtained 
packaging information from the post 
office on just what Uncle Sam likes. A 
proper shipping container was the 
next item. ~ 

Let me say here that if all of this 
sounds like too much trouble then I’m 
saying it wrong, for I’ve never had so 
much fun as I had rounding up all the 
things we needed to sell by mail. I'm 
not afraid to talk to people if I don’t 
have to sell them anything, and every- 
where I went I had a good time. I 
stated my business simply—didn’t try 
to sound like a big operator, and every 
person contacted was helpful beyond 
the call of duty. They furnished prices, 
information on delivery, etc., of their 
particular item and in addition made 
suggestions for better methods of proce- 
dure. All of this was most welcome 
because none of us had experience. We 
had seen packages every day but soon 
discovered we had taken little notice of 
them insofar as being able to make 
good selections ourselves. 

Back to the shipping containers. I 
started with the telephone directory 
again for addresses of appropriate firms 
and called on them. Corrugated card- 
board boxes are expensive and usually 
a manufacturer is only interested in 
selling quantities that seemed fabulous 
to me. I continued searching and found 
one concern making cartons but also 
stocking various sizes and quantities of 
surplus, slightly imperfect and other 
miscellaneous cartons. 

I had a package of popcorn with me 
and the salesman and I went to the 
storeroom and by trial and error found 
just the right size at a very low cost. 
(1 think he was glad to get rid of 
them.) He sold me a roll of 
gummed paper tape. 

Filling Orders. Have a stock on hand 
ot your product so that orders can be 
filled promptly. (Yes, the orders had 
begun arriving in response to our small 
advertisement.) In order to be efficient, 
we operated the “shipping department” 
twice each week, usually Tuesday and 
Saturday, since I most often had the 
car out to shop on those days.

Yule Angels That 
You ll Love 


N THE summer of 1953 Mrs. Elizabeth 

Larsen of San Diego, California, vis- 
ited hobby stores trying to decide on a 
new idea for home decoration at the 
Christmas season. She wanted to create 
something beautiful, something that 
would, for the moment at least, take 
one’s thoughts away from the unlovely 
things that are going on in the world. 

And what is the most beautiful, most 
lovely, most joyful creature of which 
we mortals can conceive or imagine? 
Why, an angel, of course!

other materials and numerous styles. 
Mrs. Larsen shows inventiveness in all 
her work. She won't copy designs of 
other minds. She set about designing 
her own creations—celestial figures with 
a touch of real life qualities embodied 
in the expression of her angels. 

Like many true artists, Mrs. Larsen 
was not satisfied with the first products. 
She learned by trial and error, and 
finally, after designing and discarding 
several angels, she hit upon her present 
style. After making three or four to use 
in her home for her mantel decorations, 
she showed them to her neighbors, who 
urged her to try to sell them. She visited

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the head buyer in a large gift depart- 
ment in a store, and was told that their 
order had been placed months before, 
but they would be glad to display the 
angels and tell their customers where 
they could be purchased. 

Mrs. Larsen went home, intending to 
accept this kind offer but orders began 
pouring in so fast from her friends and 
others who had seen the angels, she 
never did get the time to display samples 
in the store. From September until early 
December (when she stopped taking 
orders ), she was completing one or two 
a day. During this time she made eighty 
and sold all but those she desired for 
her own home. 

Mrs. Larsen had planned then to make 
a sufficient number of the angels to 
clear $200 in the three months, but 
before the three months were over, she 
had surpassed that figure. Now she 
realizes she has a hobby that will pay 
her dividends on her time. But she is 
devoting more time to it this year to 
supply all the demands that are being 
made for her angels to decorate trees, 
mantels, doors, or tables in homes, of- 
fices, and in stores. 


eee PATTERNS Mrs. Larsen has cut 

out for her different angels are 
basically the same for each figure with 
-the exception of the collars. The body 
proper is made from a cone of art paper 
called scrolltex.-It is cut like a wedge 
of pie, 101% inches from the point to 


the “crust” (Figure 1). For smaller 
angels she uses a wedge nine inches. 
The scrolltex is rolled and fastened with 
cellulose tape and staples to form a 
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cone. This makes the body of the angel. 

The dress is a rectangular piece of 
material twelve by eighteen inches. 
Sometimes a fuller skirt is desired. Then 
a piece twelve by twenty-two inches is 
used. The material is tucked under the 
bottom of the cone, the fullness being 
pulled to the front. Then it is stapled 
on each side near the bottom. At the 
waist it is crushed in to fit the cone. 
The top is fastened to the cone with 
transparent tape. 


Various materials are used for the 
dress—cellophane lace or paper doilies 
under metallic lace, display paper with 
small designs or narrow stripes, crepe 
paper, or felt, embossed nylon or tulle 
(this gives a lovely ethereal effect). 
The skirt is decorated with sequins, 
beads, or braid, glued on in design (a 
commercial cement which dries trans- 
parent, is used most often for this). 
Sometimes Mrs. Larsen has used the 
designs on paper doilies and painted 
them. These she has cut out and glued 
on for appliques (glue works best for 
sticking paper on paper). This gives an 
attractive embossed effect to the dress. 
In some cases for special orders, Mrs. 
Hale, Mrs. Larsen’s mother-in-law, has 
crocheted lacy dresses from gold thread, 
which does not tarnish. This gives a very 
rich and elegant effect. 


feces ARMS are put on next. They are 
made simply by sliding twelve-inch 
white chenille stems through a hole 
made with an ice pick 14 inches from 
the top of the cone. The hands at the 
ends are bent into small circles. The 
arms serve to hold the sleeves in posi- 
tion. 

The sleeves are made from cone 
shaped material (Figure 2), covered 
like the dress, and gaily decorated in a 
manner that harmonizes with the dress. 
Some of the sleeves are gathered in at 
the wrist and form full puffs. Others are 
left with the base of the cone circling 
the wrist. The sleeves are sewed criss- 
cross to each other across the chest and 
across the back of the angel (Figure 3). 
Over this goes a cape (Figure 4) which 
Mrs. Larsen has cut in various designs. 
The collars (Figure 7, a and b) some 
with tabs in the front, others with tabs 
in the back are fancifully decorated and 
put on some of the figures. The collar 
covers the sewing for the sleeves in the 
front. The collars are made of suede fin- 
ished paper or paper doilies. The cape 
is made of similar material, and both 
are most elaborately decorated. 

The wings (Figure 5) are of various 
designs and are cut from spun glass 
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“FAIRY PRINCESS,” ‘‘Heavenly Chorister,’’ and ‘‘Celestial Wings,’’ are among the 
angels created by Mrs. Larsen. In a three-month period prior to Christmas of 1953, 
Mrs. Larsen netted more than $200 through sale of the angels. 


cloth. These are gorgeously decorated 
with stars, sequins, or glitter, and are 
pinned securely at the back outside the 
cape. 


{ ines HEAD is put on last of all. To 


make the head, Mrs. Larsen cuts a 
piece of egg shaped thin cardboard 
(Figure 6) with a neck and small side 
tabs for securing it to the body. She 
uses flesh colored wool flannel from a 
much laundered dress for the face. It 
has taken on a very desirable shade for 
this purpose. (Any material of the 
proper color, and a bit stretchy, would 
serve well, however ). She cuts the mate- 
rial a half inch larger than the card- 
board head, and tapers it to one-fourth 
inch larger at the neck to avoid bulk 
material there. This is cut larger than 
the cardboard so the head can be stuffed 
with cotton. Mrs. Larsen begins sewing 
the flannel at the back of the neck, cov- 
ering up the cardboard, but leaving the 
tabs exposed. She stuffs very soft cot- 
ton such as jewelers use, to pad the face, 
and gently rounds it, but takes care that 
no tucks or puckers appear. It takes 
practice to achieve this, but it is neces- 
sary if one would have an attractive sur- 
face for the eyes, nose, and mouth. The 
sewing progresses up the back of the 
head as she stuffs the face side with the 
cotton. The features she sketches on 
with colored indelible pencils. She uses 
light blue, green, or violet for the eyes. 
The eyes may appear fully open or cast 
down with the lids partially closed. 
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Red, gold, or white wool yarn is used 
for the hair most frequently. Mrs. Lar- 
sen has used metallic mesh on special 
orders, and it makes a clever wig, but it 
sometimes tarnishes and detracts from 
the angel’s appearance. 

The yarn is wound around a box 
314 by 1% by 1 inch until Mrs. Larsen 
knows by the bulk it is sufficient to 
make a wig. Then she cuts through the 
yarn, making all the pieces the same 
length. These strands are then sewed 
across the forehead and down each side 
of the face and around the base of the 
head at the neck line. Then she pulls 
them all to the top of the head and ties 
them with a ribbon, giving the effect 
of a modern up-sweep hair do. The hair 
is decorated with stars or sequins or a 
crown of metallic mesh sprinkled with 
glitter or stars or sequins or mother-of- 
pearl flakes. For some of the angels, 
Mrs. Larsen has cut halos from spun 
glass cloth which she buys in sheets, 
using the heavier weight. The halos are 
fastened behind the knot of hair on top 
of the head. 

Around the neck, Mrs. Larsen fashions 
a necklace of pearl seed beads or other 
tiny beads which she purchases from a 
bead store. 

The finished angels are completely 
decorated front and back so when used 
for table decorations they are equally 
attractive from any angle. When used 
for the top of a tree, the cone body is 
cellophane before 


covered with red 


metallic lace or a crepe paper dress is 
put on. This gives a gossamer appear- 
ance as the light shines through the 
figures. 


HE MATERIAL for the angels that 

Mrs. Larsen sold cost her $87.68. 
To pay for the material and give her 
$1 an hour for her labor, she must sell 
them for $5 to $10 each. Her average 
price has been $6. Now she is planning 
how she can cut expenses by ordering 
materials in larger quantities. The labor 
can be cut very little as all material 
must be cut with scissors due to the 
curved lines in the patterns. With a 
large home to maintain, Mrs. Larsen is 
not able to make more than two a day. 
(All the sewing is done by hand.) 

Of the angels Mrs. Larsen has sold, 
seldom have two been exactly alike. 
On orders for twin angels, she cuts the 
material at the same time and decorates, 
them in duplicates. But her creative 
instinct designs the decorations as she 
progresses. 

Mrs. Larsen has named some of the 
angels she created. The “Russian 
Princess” in her flared sleeves of silver 
and black, and a two tiered skirt is a 
dignified personality. The ‘Snow 
Queen,” dressed in a tiered skirt of 
gold and white trimmed in the Christ- 
mas colors with sequins, stars, and tinsel 
halo, is appropriately named. 

This year Mrs. Larsen launched her 
hobby work earlier in the season. She 
shopped around to procure materials at 
less cost. At present it looks as though 
she will have to produce even more 
than last year, for when her club visited 
her during the 1953 Christmas holiday 
on a house tour, orders for the 1954 
Christmas season began coming up. 

Mrs. Larsen has colored photographs 
of her angels. These she numbers or 
names, and describes, telling the size, 
color, and material of the dresses, hair, 
etc., and mounts the pictures in a folder. 
This makes an attractive order book to 
display. She also takes along two or 
three of the angels to show the actual 
workmanship when she displays her 
hobby to a prospective buyer. 

A gift shop in La Jolla, California, 
asked that she bring in her samples 
early in May so they could order for the 
Christmas trade. Mrs. Larsen feels that 
at present she cannot supply more than 
one store in addition to the orders she 
has received through friends, due to 
the time required in making the number 
necessary to fill the orders—unless she 
takes on a partner in the project.

WILDLIFE EXCISE TAX 
6 Gen HOUSE of Representatives has 

passed an excise-tax revision bill 
which, among other things, reduces the 
tax On sporting arms and ammunition 
from eleven per cent to ten per cent. 
This is the tax which provides the funds 
for the Pittman-Robertson Wildlife Aid 
Program by the Federal Government. 
This proposed cut would mean about 
$1,000,000 less each year for Wildlife 
aid. 

In this connection, the Wildlife Man- 
agement Institute has prepared a new 
leaflet to show how “Eleven Pennies for 
Better Hunting” are being used. It is a 
graphic story of how the Pittman- 
Robertson Wildlife Restoration pro- 
gram operates on the eleven-cent tax. 
Sports clubs can order quantities of 
these leaflets on an actual cost basis, or 
large orders can be sent at $9 per thou- 
sand, f.o.b.

MOVIES REPRODUCED 
AT SIX years of experimentation, 
44% the Library of Congress now has, 
for the first time, a practical means of 
reconverting old paper prints of motion 
pictures to 16 mm. safety film. Thus, 
some significant, historic, and interest- 
ing motion pictures produced between 
1894 and 1912 are once again available 
for viewing. 

The Library of Congress and the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences in Hollywood have been work- 
ing jointly in an attempt to find a 
process for reconverting the old paper 
prints. A company known as the Prim- 
rose Productions in Los Angeles finally 
produced a film product that the Li- 
brary of Congress felt was satisfactory. 

When motion pictures were invented 
in 1894, there was no provision in the 
copyright law for them. Many motion 
picture producers protected their works 
by making paper contact prints from 
35 mm. film and depositing them with 
the Library of Congress. This practice 
was followed until 1912, when the 
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copyright law was amended to provide 
for motion pictures, as such. Some 
3,500 paper prints were deposited in all. 
(The first of these was Thomas A. 
Edison’s “Kinetoscopic Record of a 
Sneeze.”) The originals, made on a 
nitrate base, have disintegrated, became 
lost, burned, or destroyed in some other 
way, making the Library's paper prints 
unique. 

As soon as funds are available, the 
Library plans an extensive program of 
reconverting its paper prints to film. 
Requests for information about the film 
reconversion program should be ad- 
dressed to the Chief of the Stack and 
Reader Division, Library of Congress, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Incidentally, the Library now has 
three catalogs listing motion pictures 
registered for copyright. Titles are: “Mo- 
tion Pictures 1894-1912,” “Motion Pic- 
tures 1912-1939,” and “Motion Pictures 
1940-1949.” These 
cord more than 76,000 films registered 
between 1894 and 1949. 


STAMP NEWS 

| eons SAM recently inaugurated a 

new policy of collecting and sell- 
ing used postage stamps on incoming 
mail directed to Federal agencies in 
Washington, D. C. This permanent 
program resulted from an experiment 
which was conducted last April at the 
suggestion of a member of the White 
House Staff. At that time, fifty-five 
pounds of cancelled stamps were col- 
lected and sold on spot bids for $339. 
According to Edmund F. Mansure, 
administrator of the General Services, 
the agency that will carry out the pro- 
gram, “The results show that we can 
realize a little extra revenue by extend- 
ing the program. We are committed to 
a program of economy and every little 
bit helps.” 

Under a recent regulation all execu- 
tive agencies in Washington are saving 
all incoming foreign stamps and all do- 
mestic Commemoratives having a value 
of more than three cents. The proce- 
dure is simple: Mail rooms simply cut 
the stamps from envelopes and forward

them, five pounds at a time, to the GSA 
Regional Office, where periodic sales 
are held. A committee of five has been 
appointed to advise Mr. Mansure on 
the more technical aspects of the pro- 
gram. Members include Robert Fellers, 
director of the Philatelic Division of the 
Post Office Department; Franklin R. 
Bruns, Jr. philatelic curator of the 
Smithsonian Institution; Burton Atkin- 
son, chief of the reference department 
office of the Library of Congress; C. C. 
Bream, Jr., acting chief of the recrea- 
tion division of the Department of 
Medicine and Surgery of the Veterans’ 
Administration, and John Thomas, GSA 
Property Division. 


NEW MUSEUM 

HE SENATE Public Works Com- 

mittee is considering several dif- 
ferent versions of bills that would give 
the Smithsonian Institution a new muse- 
um building. One of these bills is backed 
by the Budget Bureau and the National 
Capital Planning Commission. It would 
authorize $990,000 for preparation of 
plans and specifications for a museum, 
to be constructed somewhere on the 
Mall, exact site to be selected by the 
Planning Commission. 

An initial step has already been taken 
in the new modernization program for 
the Smithsonian. One of the exhibition 
halls of the Natural History Building 
was recently renovated. Funds for this 
purpose were taken from the $360,000 
appropriation earmarked by Congress 
for this purpose. It is the first exhibit 
hall to be modernized since the building 
opened in 1913. 

Another of your museums—the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art—recently received 
one of the most important collections 
of early American painting ever 
assembled. The gift of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Garbisch (she is the former 
Bernice Chrysler), it consists of 1,500 
pictures in oil, water color, pastel, and 
other media, all falling within the 
American Primitive classification. 
Portraits, landscapes, still life, and gen- 
eral paintings comprise the collection. 

David E. Finley, director of the Na- 
tional Gallery, points out that this col- 
lection, plus the other paintings by 
American artists, and the Index of 
American design now in the Gallery’s 
collection, make it possible for “the 
National Gallery to offer a unique op- 
portunity for the study of American art 
and its development over a period of 
more than 200 years.”

Virginia, a college boy earns an income that

nee AROUND Lynchburg, 
Virginia, and its surrounding coun- 
ties consider themselves very fortunate 
in having, within a few miles of their 
homes, a skilled taxidermist. 

This taxidermist doesn’t have a work- 
shop on the outskirts of a busy city, 
with glowing signs and huge display 
windows. Instead, Melvin Mitchell of 
Evington, Virginia, has chosen the rustic 
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atmosphere of his parent’s farm to pur- 
sue his hobby. 

It is on this farm that the dream of 
a small boy has developed into an 
activity that means money for an 
education. Should you care to visit him, 
the trip to his shop will prove very 
interesting. Driving out the old Salem 
Turnpike for about ten miles from 
Lynchburg, you pass through the old 


village of New London. Turning left 
immediately past historic New London 
Academy, and driving several miles to- 
ward the village of Evington, you see 
on the right a small dirt lane that leads 
to Melvin’s home. At the entrance of 
this lane is a small sign that states, 
simply, MELVIN MITCHELL—TAXI- 
DERMIST. If you should drive down 
this lane in the late afternoon, chances 
are that you would overtake a young 
fellow laden with books, going in from 
school. Upon asking for the taxidermist, 
you would, no doubt, be surprised to 
discover that this fellow is Melvin 
Mitchell, the taxidermist. His captivat- 
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ing smile, as well as his enthusiastic 
words, reveal to you that he finds his 
hobby not only very interesting, but 
also very profitable. 


ELVIN’S INTEREST in this hobby 
dates back to January 8, 1948. 
He remembers the exact day, for it 
was on that day that he shot down a 
huge goshawk. So far as he was able to 
ascertain, it was the only one ever 
found in this area at that time. Never 
had a fourteen-year-old had such a 
thrill! Melvin kept that goshawk as long 
as the family noses could stand it! He 
wished desperately that he could keep 
it forever. If he could only stuff it! But 
that was a skill he knew absolutely noth- 
ing about. The local libraries failed to 
yield the desired information, so he had 
to give up his goshawk—all but the 
wings. Such a wing spread! He still 
keeps and treasures those wings. 
Although Melvin lost his goshawk, 
was left within him a sincere 
determination—a determination that to 
a lad of that age was akin to despera- 
tion. He wanted more than anything 
in the world to learn taxidermy so that 
he would never lose a rare animal again. 
It was this do-or-die spirit that started 
Melvin out on the search for informa- 
tion that would be of some help to him. 
While scanning magazines and news- 
papers for help, he happened upon the 
advertisement of the Northwestern 
School of Taxidermy in Omaha, Ne- 
braska. Their offer of a correspondence 
course in taxidermy for $10 appealed 
to Melvin. But, to a boy of fourteen, 
$10 was a great deal of money. Being 
an ambitious lad, he soon raised the 
money, and in February—just one 
month after he had downed the goshawk 
—he received his first lesson in taxi- 
dermy. He thus began the journey on 
the road to a very successful hobby.

t gee, ONE peep inside this century- 
eld log cabin, which is Mitchell's 
workshop, one is easily convinced that 
this young man speaks from experience 
when he says he believes any animal, 
bird, beast or fowl—can be successfully 


mounted. Across the room from his 
worktable is his personal exhibit, which 
consists of a wide range of skillfully 
mounted animals. He still grieves over 
the loss of his goshawk, but he is justifi- 
ably proud of the accumulation of 
various animals he has mounted for 
his own collection, since he began study- 
ing taxidermy. Each fall, he holds ex- 
hibits at two near-by fairs and at the 
Lynchburg Farm Show. This is an

agricultural show in which about four- 
teen counties participate, and he feels 
that it is an exceptionally good way to 
advertise his work. 

When customers bring Mitchell work, 


he stores the animals in a freezer until 
he is ready to work on them. He be- 
lieves that once the work is started on 
an animal, that it should be carried 
through to completion as soon as pos-

sible to prevent the skins from drying 
out. The average skin can be softened 
by a special process, but it is far more 
preferable to complete the work before 
such a process is necessary. 

Satisfactory storage facilities and a 
well-lighted worktable are essential for 
the successful mounting of an animal. 
Mitchell feels that a taxidermist 
needs the following tools and materials: 
Sharp knives in several sizes, pinning 
needle, cotton, cleaning tubs, galvanized 
wire, excelsior, papier mache, salt, pot- 
ter’s clay, borax, alum, sulphuric acid, 


also 


chromatin, strong sewing thread, needles. 


Of course, if one cares to do much cus- 
tomer work, an adequate system of 
bookkeeping, and materials necessary 
for that, are of utmost importance. 

HE ACTUAL taxidermy process falls, 

logically, into five steps. Each of 
these steps is important, and each must 
be carried out with the greatest of care. 
A slipshod job done on any one of the 
steps, definitely, will result in an inferior 
finished job. 

Step One—Measurements: Accuracy 
in taking the measurements of the ani- 
mal before it is skinned cannot be over- 
stressed. Failure to record these measure-

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ments may result in a completely spoiled 
mounting, for the finished artificial 
body must fit the natural skin. Other- 
wise a very crude looking animal will 
result, and customers will seek a taxi- 
dermist that is more careful. 

Step Two—Skinning: One might skin 
a rabbit or a squirrel for eating pur- 
poses, and the manner in which the skin 
is removed would not be too important, 
so long as the meat remained in good 
condition. However, in preparing an 
animal for mounting, exactly the op- 
posite is true. It is the skin that is im- 
portant. It must be removed with as 
few tears and cuts as possible. For re- 
member, the entire skin must be made 
whole again, showing only a few, if any, 
flaws. After the skin is removed it must 
be thoroughly cleaned to remove all 
flesh; and then it is salted down until 
the body is made. In the case of birds, 
borax is used as a preservative and also 
a moth preventive. Fish heads cannot be 
skinned, so the entire head is pickled in 
formaldehyde. Alum is also used as a 
pickling agent. Sometimes a customer 
only wishes to have the hides tanned. 
For this, sulphuric acid and chromatin 
are used. 

Step Three—Making the Body: The 
bodies are made carefully, according to 
the measurements taken in Step One. 
Galvanized wire is used for the frame- 
work and cotton and excelsior are used 
to build up the body. Plaster of Paris or 
potter’s clay and papier mache are used 
for patch work, and also wherever the 
cotton or excelsior fails to meet the par- 
ticular demand. Study and experience 
will enable one to determine when to 
use each of these materials. The import- 
ant thing to remember is that the 
bodies must be made firm and well 
proportioned. The only way this can be 
done is to be extremely accurate in fol- 
lowing measurements. 

Step Four—Siuffing: This step is the 
one in which the hand-made body is 
actually stuffed into the natural skin; 
or the skin is put on over the body, as 
the case may be. Careful handling in 
this step is essential in order to prevent 
tears in the skin; or, in working with 
birds, the unnecessary ruffling of fea- 
thers. When the body and skin are in 
place, a neat job of sewing is needed to 
fasten the skin together. A pinning 
needle is used to smooth any ruffled 
feathers. 

Step Five—Mounting: Regardless of 
how well the animal is stuffed, if a 
poor mounting is selected, it will be

| tage FOUND that book ends BSS 
made with a “personal f 

touch” can be a_ profitable 

home workshop item. To make, 

I first fasten a photograph to 

a piece of %4-inch plywood 

using rubber cement. I then 

cut out the figure on my jig 

saw. To make a pair I some- 

times use two photos of the 

same subject and sometimes I 

use two different subjects such as a picture of the customer’s 
dog and cat. After cutting out, I sand around the edge of 
the figure and stain the back with oil stain. I then fasten 
the cut-out to a short piece of ¥g-inch masonite, the masonite 
being used as a base on which to place the books and giving 
weight to the ends. I finish the whole unit with two coats 
of clear lacquer or varnish to add that “professional” look 
and to make them easy to clean. To sell, I first make up a 
couple of pairs, using my own photos. I place these in the 
local gift shops in Upper Jay, New York, and offer them 
twenty per cent for handling. I use small cards reading 
“Personalized Book Ends made from your own photographs, 
only $2.98 per pair.” These are cheap and easy to make and 
even after paying the gift shop commission, I have a good 
profit for my spare time. Howard E. Mood) 


Bamboo Smoking Stands 

RANK COMORDO, of Waynesville, Missouri, makes 
smokers’ stands from bamboo poles. He begins by cutting 
three bamboo canes (the kind used for fishing poles) 
twenty inches long. The base and top of the smoker con- 
sist of two circles sawed from one-inch board. The base 
circle is seven inches in diameter, and the circle used for 
the top of the smoker is six inches in diameter. In the form 
of a triangle three holes about 14-inch deep and the same 
size as the bamboo pieces are drilled into each wood circle 
at equal distances. Comordo fills each hole with strong 
wood cement, and inserts the three bamboo stems into them. 
He applies two coats varnish 
to top and base of stand, and 
gives the bamboo legs a coat of 
clear varnish to enhance their 
naturalness. Small glass ashtrays 
are purchased from the dime 
store, and placed on top of the 
smoke stands. Comordo sells his 

bamboo smokers for $2.

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I MAKE posters and small 
signs for most of the or- 
ganizations and churches in our 
small town of New Plymouth, 
Idaho, and make it pay. The 
material for this costs very 
little and offers hours of fun, 
new friends and best of all, a 
profit.

For instance, 
a cooked food sale sign could show tempting dishes of food 
along the border; on buddy poppy day I trimmed one with 
poppies and I am doing one now for a rodeo showing a 
horse and rider in silhouette. This was easily done by tracing 
the outline of a picture and filling in with ink. The ideas 
are endless and so are the customers. I charge two cents per 
letter and find by checking the time it takes me to do a 

poster that my rate of pay averages $1 an hour.

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Hand Carved Gun Stocks 

Side MACHINE age has re- 
sulted in many almost lost 
arts. George Henson of Denver, 
Colorado is preserving one of 
these arts, the hand carving of 
gun stocks. “It all started 
several years ago when I was 
working with a surveying crew 
in Minnesota one winter,” says 
Henson. “We were at least 
fifteen miles from the nearest 
neighbor—really snowbound.

As Henson 
explains, “It takes from forty hours to infinity.” He gets 
from $50 to $200 for a gun stock, depending upon the 
material used and the design.

He puts con- 
siderable research into his authentic designs. Not merely 
book research, but first hand observations of animals and 
birds in their natural habitat.

that Polly made them herself, they de- 
lightedly asked if she would make some 
for sale. Before that day was over, she 
had taken orders for five pairs of the ear- 
rings and made them up that evening 
after work. 

The earrings that captured the inter- 
est of the shoppers were made with small 
square Christmas bells, the sort that the 
ten cent store sells for Christmas pack- 
age decoration. Polly attached them by 


their wires to white metal earring 
screws, purchased either at the ten cent 
stores or hobby shops for around five 
cents a pair. She finished the earrings 
by glueing a silver colored button or 
star to the lobe pieces, and, that simply, 
a pair of clever earrings was made. 
Sensing the interest in holiday ear- 
rings, Polly experimented and came up 
with another pait earrings that was 
even more imbued with the Christmas

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spirit. Using the smallest of ornamental 
colored Christmas tree balls, she matched 
the colors and sizes by pairs and quickly 
hung them to earring backs, using both 
the pierced sets and the screw sets, in 
both gold and silver colored metal. She 
placed a drop of cement glue on the ear 
lobe pieces and sprinkled multi-colored 
glitter on it, which quickly set. Some- 
times she obtains a Christmas effect by 
glueing green rickrack and red sequins 
to a silver ball. 

When she wore a pair of these to 
work next day, she knew she had been 
right in thinking they would cause com- 
ment, and before the day was over she 
had orders for ten pairs of these at fifty 
cents a pair. 


_— COST of assembling these attrac- 
tive Christmas earrings is low, and a 
minimum of time is taken to assemble 
them. Polly feels that the price for these 
should be under $1, taking into consider- 
ation the fact that they are fairly perish- 
able and only to be worn for a few 
weeks. Fifty cents is a fair price, she be- 
lieves. Most women will buy them read- 
ily at that price, even when they know 
that they could make them very cheaply 
themselves. But they feel that the price 
is worth the bother and time involved 
in having to purchase the findings 
themselves and make them. 

This year Polly has inade the earrings 
up ahead of time so that she will have a 
plentiful supply in all colors of the rain- 
bow. She will begin wearing them as 
soon as the Christmas shopping season 
is on, and will take orders for them. 

Her two young daughters, Guennye 
and Pattie, are eager to take boxes of the 
pretty baubles around to friends’ houses 
to sell, and Polly will give them ten 
cents a pair commission. The girls plan 
to earn the money for their own Christ- 
mas gift shopping in this way. 

Polly feels, too, that the earrings will 
make clever last minute gifts for the 
“under a dollar” gift on most people’s 
Christmas list, and should sell right up 
to Christmas eve. 

She figures the cost and profits per 
pair as follows:

sets. Polly has attached the earrings to 
white cards this year for better handling 
and displaying purposes.

Mats Mean Money 
Hazel |. Shull 
ad; Grew US something different for 


the church bazaar,” someone said, 
and I remembered the hot-dish mats my 
mother had made years ago The mats 
seemed to fit the requirements perfectly. 
They were different; they were simple 
to make from inexpensive materials; 
they were quickly created in gay colors; 
and they promised to be good sellers. 
Good sellers they really were, for by 


the end of the first day of the three- 
day bazaar in my home town, Lock 
Haven, Pennsylvania, the two dozen sets 
of mats which I had made were sold. I 
spent the following day and evening 
crocheting as swiftly as I could to make 
more mats for the remaining days of the 
bazaar. They all sold. 

Buyers liked those mats. They were 
pleased first of all by the brilliant colors 
of the yarns which catch any color-fan- 
cier’s eye. They found the construction 
of the mat intriguing and they marvelled

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that the foundation was a series of jar 
rubbers. Many times I was asked to ex- 
plain how the circles could be joined 
without cutting more than one rubber. 

Homemakers liked the mats for use 
in their own kitchens as well as for gifts, 
practical and yet inexpensive. Soon those 
who bought or received gift mats asked 
me to make sets for them and I was in 
business. True, it was a small business, 
but I appreciated the extra money it 
brought me. I liked the fact that I could 
carry the work with me when I went 
visiting. My handwork-bag was my 
workshop. 

Instead of buying a few dozen boxes 
of lipless jar rubbers at one time at the 
grocery store, it became practical to buy 
them by the gross through a wholesale 
house. Instead of purchasing yarn by the 
ounce, I began to buy it by the dozen 
balls of each color. 

When I set the price at $1.50 per 
pair of matching mats, I was not only 
considering the cost of jar rings and the 
two ounces of yarn required, but also 
the amount of time needed to make the 
mats. Each set cost about seventy cents 
to make, so I was making a profit, espe- 
cially since I worked on the mats when 
I sat down to listen to the radio or to 
visit with friends. 


dae THE sale of dozens of sets of 
mats, my production time de- 
creased. I began to look for new mar- 
kets. First was a gift shop which had 
been handling other of my hand-work 
articles. There the mats sold for $1.75 a 
set, giving the gift shop a twenty per 
cent commission. Though $1.75 was 
more than people wished to pay in direct 
sales from me, a different clientele paid 
the additional price in the gift shop. 
The yarn shop where I bought my 
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yarn offered to show the mats with their 
finished products, resulting in many 
orders. A friend who sells produce at 
our local street market often collected 
orders from the mats she displayed with 
her food. 

I discovered that if the mats are placed 
in cellophane bags they remain immac- 
ulate until they are sold. No other way 
do they seem to resist the marks of 
soiled fingers, for people just naturally 
like to pick them up and examine them, 
to note the construction and to choose 
desirable colors. Through the cellophane 
even the most fussy buyer cat see ex- 
actly what he is getting. 

Color is important in hot plate mats. 
Women like vivid color notes for their 
kitchens, making it important to note 
the general preferences, for color selec- 
tion and quick sales. Red with white 
and yellow with another color remain

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favorites. Blues and greens and pinks are 
next in popularity. Dark colors such as 
purple, brown and black should be used 
only occasionally and sparingly with the 
popular colors. Dull, somber colors are 
not as easily sold as the bright colors. 
Mats of one color are not as attractive 
as mats made in two or three colors. 
Since there are six outside rings there 
may be a combination of two colors 
(three rings of each) or three colors 
(two rings of each). The center ring and 
the edge should be the same color. 

For best results use a size 00 steel 
crochet hook. Jar rubbers need to be 
lipless. If rubbers with lips are pur- 
chased, the lips may easily be snipped 
off. 

Only one of the rubbers needs to be 
cut. That one will be the center ring 
which is interwoven among the other 





To cover one ring, single crochet 
around the entire ring, drawing the 
yarn around the ring with each stitch. 
Push all stitches close enough so that 
none of the rubber shows through be- 
tween the stitches. The ring which has 
been cut is likewise finished as are all 
the other rings, except that a length of 
yarn remains to be crocheted over the 
ends which will be sewed together. 

To weave the rings together with the 
seventh ring, make a circle of the six 
rings, lapping one over another, as 
shown in Figure 1. While holding the 
overlapped rings in position, weave the 
ring, which has been cut, over and under 
each consecutive ring portion. Sew the 
ends of the ring securely and finish the 
open space with single crochet. Single 
crochet an edge around the entire mat 
(Figure 2).

Spoon-Type Bait Maker

A* ARDENT fisherman, Donald Braf- 


ford of Indianapolis, Indiana, also 
likes to putter around in his basement 
workshop. The result has been almost 
inevitable. Beginning in a haphazard 
way shortly after World War II, Braf- 
ford has slowly worked up a spare-time 
business in his home, making unusual, 
high-quality fishing baits. He specializes 
in the spoon type of bait, a wiggly, 
underwater lure that many fishermen 
prefer to plugs or spinners—the other 


two main types of artificial baits. Braf-

ford now sells several hundred baits a 
year wholesale to sporting goods stores 
throughout Indiana. He believes that 
any fisherman, if he is creative and 
highly interested in the sport, can make 
and sell baits. 

Brafford experimented with baits 
many months before he perfected a lure 
that met his own rigid requirements. 
He wanted a bait that would not only 
catch many fish but many different 
kinds of fish—a lifelike lure that the 
fish would want to eat, not merely 
strike at in anger. It had to be easily cast, 
with low wind resistance, easily con- 
trolled in different depths of water, and

of long lasting, strong materials. He also 
wanted a bait that would not snag or 
hook itself in weeds or grass. 

It was not until Brafford had been on 
an ice-fishing expedition that his ideas 
began to fit together, and he was able 
to turn out a bait that suited him per- 
fectly. He did not try to make it beauti- 
ful—sleek and ornamental like many 
kinds of baits; he was interested only in 
performance. In 1948, the sports editor 
of a prominent Indianapolis paper 
wrote, “For my money, Brafford’s bait 
is the best bait in my tackle box.” 


Ec Nesene ARE four parts to Brafford’s 

spoon-type baits. (1) The largest 
part of the bait is a cup-shaped brass 
spoon, with a slit near the small end for 
the hook. (2) On the bottom side of 
the spoon is a small metal weight. (3) 
On the top side a “bucktail” is fastened 
—"bucktail” being a general term in- 
cluding the fish hook with a tuft of hair 
tied to it. (4) A small piece of rubber 
on the hook, an imitation of a piece of 
pork rind, completes the lure. 

Brafford at first cut and shaped his 
own spoons from sheet brass. Now he 
has them made for him at a factory 
from a die of his own design. His origi- 
nal die, incidentally, was an ingenious 
affair made of scrap steel. For a punch 
press he used a hydraulic jack, odd 
timbers, and supporting rods. Brafford 
suggests that if you try to shape your 
own spoons you use a ball peen hammer, 
placing the spoon on a sandbag for sup- 
port. Spoons can actually be of varied 
shapes and sizes, depending upon your 
own preference. But it is important to 
remember, Brafford says, that the spoon 
provides the action for the bait, and its 
shape and balance relation to the weight 
is important. Brafford lacquered his 
spoons, when he was painting them in 
his home, because lacquer is cheaper 
and easier to apply than other kinds of 
paint. Now his spoons are factory fin- 
ished in baked enamel. He uses several 
different colors—black, yellow, silver, 
green, and a combination of red and 
white. Don himself prefers a black bait; 
some of his customers strongly prefer 
other colors. 

The weights, which are attached to 
the spoons by two tiny screws, are of 
babbit, a low melting point alloy of tin 
and lead which Brafford buys in bars. 
Lead or any other low melting point 
metal can be used, he explains, but he 
prefers babbit to lead because it molds 
more easily, is easier to drill, and has a 
lower melting point than lead. He melts 
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the babbit in a ladle, over a gas stove in 
his basement. When it has reached a 
liquid stage he pours it into a small 
mold, also originally designed, the size 
and shape of his weights. He then drills 
the holes for the screws, with a drill 
press. One of these screws is larger than 
the other, for it also serves as a fasten- 
ing for the bucktail. Careful filing of 
the edges, and the weight is completed. 

The different kinds of that 
fishermen can buy from mail order sup- 
ply houses to make bucktails are numer- 
ous. Brafford uses long, straight hair 
such as squirrel, monkey, skunk, and 
dyed polar bear hair. He particularly 
likes polar bear hair because it collects 
light and appears brilliant in the water. 
He also suggests buying nylon “hair” 
and dyeing it different colors. 

Each small tuft of hair that goes on 
one of Don’s baits is tied to the hook 
by means of an apparatus called a fly- 
tying vise. Simple to operate, such a 
vise is a “must for making baits, ac- 
cording to Don. It not only does a good 
job; it saves a great deal of time. A 
good fly-tying vise can be bought for 
$4 or $5. 

Don slips an imitation pork rind 
over each of his hooks, and encloses 
another in each box. These pieces of 
sheet rubber squirm and wiggle in the 
water. Don suggests cutting up dis- 
carded rubber baby pants or similar 
items for imitation pork rinds if you 
cannot buy sheet rabber. He cautions 
against merely slipping the rubber over 
the hook—advises using a punch to 
make a round hole in the rubber, so it 
will not tear. He uses a dental punch 
tool which he obtained at a dental 


supply firm.

_ EFFICIENCY of Brafford’s baits 
has been proved by letters from 
repeat customers who have fished all 
over the country. Brafford’s baits have 
caught fish in streams, lakes, and salt 
water—all kinds of fresh water game 
fish, plus carp, channel bass, and even 
turtles. One friend won an honorable 
mention fishing award on a Key West 
vacation for an eighteen-pound snook 
caught on one of Brafford’s baits, and 
Don himself snagged one of the largest 
northern pike ever to invade Indiana 
waters. One of his regular customers 
conducts fishing excursions—float trips 
—up and down the Tippecanoe River 
in northern Indiana. 

Brafford packages his baits in small 
plastic bags, then places them in attrac- 
tive boxes, carrying his name. He does 
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not sell baits retail, but takes them to 
sporting goods stores, selling direct 
to them, refilling orders when their 
supply runs low. A few of these stores 
act as wholesalers, selling the baits in 
turn to other retail outlets. Brafford 
also stacks up the back seat of his car 
and “peddles” baits to retail bait stores 
at Hoosier fishing resorts—some of 
them mere highway stands near fishing 
areas. He believes resort stores offer a 
fertile field for amateur bait sales. 


Bait-making may not be a get-rich- 
quick hobby,” Brafford says, “but it can 
pay its way... 
satisfying, too, in the pleasure—and 
the friends—it brings.

Christmas Centerpieces

MAKE Christmas decorations— 

wreaths, roping and candle center- 
pieces. Most of my decorations are a 
combination of native greens. My local- 
ity, around Rockland, in northwestern 
Pennsylvania, has an abundance of pine, 
hemlock, laurel and princess pine (or, 
as some call it, ground pine). The prin- 
cess pine (lycopodium) is gathered in

gunny sacks in the autumn and stored in 
1 cool place until ready for use. I dump 
it behind my shop and cover it with 
boards. Often it is frozen into flat cakes 
but, brought inside, it soon appears 
fresh as when first picked. 

The bases may be prepared at any 
time of the year. For the single candle 
centerpiece, if you wish to make a quan- 
tity, procure some logs from four to six 
inches in diameter and cut them in one 
inch “slices” (Figure 1). It is best to 
take them to a woodworking shop and 
have them cut by a power saw. 

The next step is to drill a hole in the 
center of the one-inch slice of log or 
base. The diameter of the hole is the 
same as the bottom of the candle. I 
mostly use a ten-, or twelve-inch candle 
—red, handdipped. (Unless one buys a 
very large quantity of candles, it is about 
as cheap to buy them from variety 
stores.) The hole is drilled a little over 
half through the base, enough so the can- 
dle will fit snugly in place 

If you do not have logs to make slices 
and wish to make only a few center- 
pieces, take a board about four or five 
inches wide by one inch thick and cut 
cff to make a square, then take off cor- 
ners to form a rough octagon as I have 
done in the center base shown in Figure 
2. Double centerpieces are made by using 
a rough board four or five inches by 
eight inches long and drilling two holes, 
first chopping or sawing the corners off. 
For a three-candle centerpiece, use a 
board twelve inches long and drill three 
holes. 


— CENTER base (Figure 2) shows 
the next step. Take a half sheet of 
newspaper, fold it over several times and 
roll tightly. Insert in hole in base. This 
“plug” is left in base until you are 
ready to insert candle. 

Next you need a supply of sheet moss. 
It is best to gather moss in bushel bas- 
kets. This job has to be done before 
snow falls. The sheet moss that grows 
is best. Take small broken 
pieces of moss and lay around newspaper 
plug on base, then spread over it a large 
sheet of moss, breaking a small hole to 
slip it over plug. The moss should come 
down to cover sides base. 
(Figure 3). Then, holding it in place, 
wrap with green or other dark twine, 


on rocks 


of wood 


crisscrossing all around till the moss is 
securely held. 

Next, hemlock twigs six to seven 
inches long are inserted all around the 
moss-covered base just above the wood 


foundation.

leather. Layout holes so there will be a hole in all four 
corners of side. 

Punch one hole in the bottom 3/32” from outside edge. 
Tie bottom in place through a corner hole in the side. 
Bend the side around edge cf bottom and mark off holes 
on a radial line extending from the outside holes of side 
to the center of the bottom. Untie and punch lacing holes 
in bottom. Mark first hole in bottom and corner hole in 
side so leather pieces may be placed in the same position 
to lace. 

Any surface decoration you plan to apply on sides should 
be completed next. 

Place bottom in position and start lacing opposite the 
corner holes in the side. Lace until thong ends come to- 
gether at the corner holes of side. Then lace ends of side 
together as per sketch in drawing. End lacing inside of 
formed leather cup and glue in place. 

Lace top edge of side. 

Place cans inside leather covers and wax leather. Note: 
Leather supply houses have a liquid leather finisher 
which contains essential oils and waxes which preserve 
and protect leather. This type of finish would be very 
satisfactory for your cigarette set. 


PROCEDURE: 
Select tin cans to be used as liners. Hammer down rough 
edges caused by can opener. 
Polish tin cans with steel wool. 
Draw a full size pattern of cigarette holder on a piece 
of paper. 
Bend coat hanger wire to shape. Remove paint from 
wire with file and polish with steel wool. 
Locate cigarette holder in ash tray, flux joints, and solder 
in place. Be sure joints are perfectly clean before solder- 
ing. 
The length (L) of leather required to go around cans 
can be determined by multiplying the diameter times 
3.14. To obtain the proper height (H), measure side of 
can and add 14”. 
Layout side on leather, and using straight edge, cut out 
with a razor blade. 
Make bottom the same size as the outside diameter of 
bottom of can. Set can on leather and trace around it with 
a pencil. 
Cut out bottom with razor blade. 
Layout lacing holes on side as shown in drawing. Ap- 
proximately five holes per inch, and 3/32” from edge of

texture by natives. They roll the pith 
core on a hard flat surface against a 
knife to cut it. These roses may also 
be made from crepe paper or plastic. 
Instructions for making the flowers, 
and materials for making them may be 
obtained from several companies ad- 
vertising in PROFITABLE HOBBIES. Look 
in the classified advertising section 
under the heading “Artificial Flowers.”

An article 
on fibre flower making appeared in the 
October, 1954, issue of PROFITABLE 
HOBBIES. 


I have some statues that Pm 
told were made of a composition 
of both papier mache’ and wood. 
These statues are very light as in 
comparison to plaster. The under 
part of the statue base is covered 
with what looks to be balsa wood 
instead of the usual felt piece. The 
finish on them is not a glazed one, 
but one with what you might call 
a mat finish. Are they poured into 
molds like plaster or are they 
pressed into a shell? Joe Lomangino, 
Brooklyn, New York. 

According to your description the fig- 
urines are probably made of the follow- 
ing composition: Paper pulp, saw dust, 
and plaster of Paris mixed together with 
just enough water added to make a 
thick paste like material. This mixture 
can be molded in plaster or rubber 
molds. If the object being molded has 
any under cuts, the plaster type mold 
will not work. Following is the proce- 
dure for molding: Make molds in two 
halves (front and back sides of object). 
Press paper composition into each half 
of mold forming a wall thickness from 

to 14” depending on size of item 
being made. Allow to dry. Remove from 
molds and sand joining edges smooth so 
the two cast halves will join without 
having open space. Glue two halves of 
project together. Smooth rough spots 
with fine sandpaper. Apply a coat of 
white shellac and paint. Balsa wood will 
work very satisfactorily for the base; 
however, we prefer felt. Art and craft 
stores have enamel paints that are excel- 
lent for decorating the material de- 
scribed.

for sealer and clear lacquer for 
last coat, both brushed on. Could 
you tell us something better? AI- 
so have seen spice cabinets and 
etc. with a warm brown color but 
don’t know how they get the 
color. Would appreciate informa- 
tion on these problems.

Your problem may be caused by two 
things—first the shellac used as a sealer 
should be thinned to three parts thinner 
and one part shellac. Brush on evenly 
and do not dip brush into solution 
more than one-eighth inch to load it. 
Do not go back over areas previously 
coated. After wash coat of shellac has 
dried, sand lightly with 6/0 finishing 
paper. Most of your trouble probably 
stems from the fact you brush the lac- 
quer on, a method through which it is 
very difficult if not impossible to pro- 
duce satisfactory results. The most satis- 
factory way to apply lacquer is by spray- 
ing. It might pay you to investigate 
some of the synthetic finishing ma- 
terials on the market. They are neither 
varnish, paint nor lacquer. Essentially, 
they are a finishing product made from 
man-made or synthetic resins. They are 
medium, fast-drying materials, air-dry-

like putting a beautiful painting into 
an unsightly frame. The whole effect 
will be spoiled. Therefore, a suitable 
mounting must ‘be selected for each 
animal, keeping in mind the size, color 
and position of that animal. 


oo REMEMBERS that his first 
customer work was a_ great 
horned owl done in October, 1948. 
Since that time his work has steadily 
increased. Sportsmen are always inter- 
ested in a skilled taxidermist, and they 
gladly pass the word around that 
Mitchell’s work is tops. A leading sport- 
ing goods store in Lynchburg has been 
most kind in promoting business for 
him. They are constantly getting calls 
for that kind of work, and the cus- 
tomers are referred to Mitchell. The 
exhibits, held each fall, always create 
a great deal of interest, and orders usu- 
ally follow. His business has increased 
to such an extent that his only problem 
is finding time to fill the orders. 

About the smallest fur-bearing animal 
that Mitchell has ever mounted was a 
ground squirrel, while a tiny warbler 
takes the prize for the smallest feathered 
creature.

Everybody wants it! 

An unusual order was filled by this 
young taxidermist last year. The sport- 
ing goods store, previously mentioned, 
received a group of skins from a hunter 
in Africa. These skins—a lion, two 
gazelle, a wildebeest and an impala were 
turned over to Mitchell who successfully 
tanned them. 


ITCHELL HAS always been able to 

keep his prices below average. 
He says he can make more by keeping 
his prices within reason, and that he 
just can’t help thinking of the fellow 
who has to pay.

Ordinary tanning orders run from $2 to 
$3, whereas, he can get from $30 to $50 
for a bear-skin rug. Prices on mounting 
will run anywhere from $5 to $12. Of 
course, any very large animal, such as a 
whole deer mount, would probably 
bring him several hundred dollars; but 
such orders for this area are unusual.

Will Mitchell become a full-time 
taxidermist when he finishes college? 
No, that is not his present plan, al- 
though he thinks the field is wide open 
in this area. He hopes to be a game 
technician and to continue taxidermy as 
a hobby or perhaps an avocation. His 
work as a game technician will keep 
him in the field of wild life, and that 
is, definitely, his main interest. All of 
his plans may be interrupted, since he is 
of the draft age. If that does happen, 
he can continue to study, perhaps, and 
to plan for his future while he is in 
service. 

In the meantime, taxidermy has been, 
and still is, a paying hobby in many 
ways. Its greatest role, however, is the 
part it has played in the shaping of a 
boy’s life. It has paid rich dividends in 
keeping a youngster’s mind busy, while 
engaged in a worthwhile activity. 
Financially, it is enabling a fine, capable, 
young man to continue his education— 
preparing one more better citizen for 
our country.

A package that goes through the 
mails has to be able to stand the gaff. 
At first I sealed the cartons by taping 
only where the box closed. We received 
three complaints about boxes breaking 
open. I added tape along the ends for 
reinforcement, and also learned to 
moisten the tape properly. I had been 
over-wetting it. Instead of investing in 
a dispenser I used a juice glass in a 
soup bowl partly filled with water. I 
could roll the tape over the wet glass 
and get it just right. This packaging 
has worked out satisfactorily. 

Efficient methods must be used. For 
example, so simple a thing as cutting 
all of the tape needed at one session 
instead of for individual boxes. This 
same principle applies anywhere: If you 
are making or doing something te- 
peatedly, do all of one step at a time. 

Pricing. Price by comparable product. 
Much of the work of a hobby is done 
by hand (and in many cases therein lies 
its value); so, you don’t have the ad- 
vantage of automatic machinery, but 
then this business of selling a hobby 
product is different from making a 
living. But on your side, from your 
hobby income you're not paying em- 
ployees for wages, holidays, vacations, 
pensions nor insurance. 

If you want to restrict your produc- 
tion to hobby time only, then your first 
profit is the pleasure of doing some-

mary object. If cash is the object, then 
your methods change—time and labor 
saving methods must be applied or 
originated to suit your situation. Our 
own experience I would classify as “in- 
between.” 

We applied business methods, such as 
quantity buying of plastic bags, labels, 
and so forth to keep unit costs to a 
minimum. We organized the technical 
aspects of packaging and mailing so 
as to be most saving of time. In the 
case of popcorn, shelling the corn was 
a big item and if done by hand would 
seem an endless job. To avoid a large 
investment in equipment we 
purchased an inexpensive hand sheller 
to which my husband attached an old 
motor he had on hand—more time and 
labor saved. But the hobby work itself 
pleasure, 
applied only so far as pleasure per- 
mitted. I believe that reasoning applies 
to whatever type of product you have. 
On the other hand, your hobby might 
be a machined product easily adaptable 
to production methods. 

The point is that the very act of 
selling any surplus production is busi- 
ness and business methods should apply 
insofar as required. The degree is up to 
the individual. The more time and labor 
saved the more of the cash receipts are

A was worded so that the prices fell 
into three zones by mileage. The price 
of the popcorn was stated plus an aver- 
age postal charge for each zone. We 
up to 300 miles, 300 to 1,000 
miles, over 1,000 miles, and in that way 
our price was “postpaid” the cus- 
tomer sent his money with the order. 

If you use an average rate you can 
cnly guess as to what will actually bal- 
ance out in practice if you have no ex- 
perience to guide you. In our case, this 
division was not right since it turned 
out that the majority of our orders came 
from the East Coast, which meant that 
we needed to revise our rates to make 
the 600-1,000 mile distance a specific 
division. 

We received from all 
the country, but the bulk of our ship- 
ments went to the East Coast and the 
Chicago vicinity. We've wondered if 
those areas actually do more buying “by 
mail” or whether it was the organically 
grown popcorn itself that was of more 
interest.

Many display advertisements include 
a chart for postage rates and you might 
take a hint from that. Include in your 
advertisement the actual rate for each 
zone. Weigh your product in its ship- 
ping container, then take that gross 
figure to obtain the proper amount for 
each zone. This adds more words to 
your advertising but does give specific 
rates.

In looking back over these last two 
years of our popcorn venture, we feel 
that our results have been most satis- 
factory. To date we have sold 1,350 
pounds of popcorn by mail, which to 
us means a lot of popcorn. Most orders 
are for five pounds and some figures 
for this average order may be of inter- 
est and help to you. 


The price for five pounds of popcorn, 
exclusive of postage, is $1. The cost 
of packaging supplies and advertising 
for that five pounds comes to $.224, 
which leaves $.776 from the $1. But 
this figure of $.776 must cover every 
other cost. These miscellaneous expenses 
are cost of seed, parcel post labels, 
paper tape, electricity used, equipment 
maintenance and wear and tear, as well 
as payment for our work. Now we 
haven’t tried to pin down these costs 
because we didn’t feel such detail was 
warranted. However, we realize the 
$.776 is not clear profit, but it has 
certainly been nice to have that extra 
cash—whatever part was actual profit 
—when the household budget ran short 
or some “extra” was wanted. 


One comment about advertising costs: 
The benefits from advertising are cumu- 
lative. Many customers who answer 
your advertisement in turn tell their 
friends and by a gradual process your 
unit cost for advertising decreases. 


T 


However, I cannot define “profits” 
as cash only. We received cash for the 
popcorn, more than what expenses were. 
Income minus expenses equals profit. 
But let me also include the profit of 
pleasure. For fun I fastened a map 
of the United States to the wall and 
marked every order we received the first

ment around the candle. It is a color- 
ful Christmas place card involving but 
little cost for materials. The weeds and 
acorns you can gather free, but you 
must remember to gather them in the 
fall! 

A simply-made tally for Christmas 
time bridge parties is a small Christmas 
tree cut from green felt with pinking 
shears. Sequins of various colors are 
cemented on the felt tree. The tally 
can be tied with any bright Christmas 
cord. Some of this type of tally sold 
like “hot-cakes” at our church bazaar. 

A popular tally which can be used 
at any season consists of a red felt 
flowerpot cemented to the card. The 
stems and leaves are painted with tem- 
pera paint. Then sequins of many colors 
are cemented for the flowers. If desired; 
tiny beads can be cemented in the cen- 
ter of each sequin flower. The tally is 
tied with beige-colored cotton cord. 

You can very easily earn some extra 
money at home by becoming known for 
your handmade wedding party place 
cards. A wedding party place card I 
have designed and for which I have 
had many orders is easy to make and 
the materials are inexpensive. First I 
make a curving line around the edge 
of the place card with gold paint, using 
a very fine camel’s hair paint brush. I 
then cut an imitation wedding gift 
package from styrofoam, using a razor 
blade. I paint the “ribbons” around the

small package with the gold paint. | 


Then | glue a tiny sprig of cloth lily- 
of-the-valley on top and cement the 
package on a small semi-circle of gold 
paper cut from a gold paper doily from 
the five and ten cent store and ce- 
mented on the card. For additional | 
charge, I print the names of the wed- | 
ding party guests on the place cards 
in gold. I have not placed my wedding 
place cards in a gift shop, but take 
orders for them at home. 

To make lovely place cards which 
can be used at any time of the year, I 
cement a strip of gold paper. onto the 
card. A small white button with four 
holes is cemented on the gold paper. 
A sprig of dried fern and tiny bright- 
colored star flowers are cemented to 
the button, the stems being placed 
the holes of the button. This place card 
has caused many people to say, “Oh, 
how cute!” 


HEN HANDICRAFT items can be 

made in sufficient quantities to 
keep up with the demand, the best 
way to market them is through a gift 
shop—or so has been my experience. 
It saves the time spent through selling 
them at home. The profit is less when 
marketing your handicraft through gift 
shops, but the volume of sales tends 
to be much greater. My tallies and place 
cards are in gift shops in four Cities, 
including my home, Alexandria, Minn- 
esota, mostly on a consignment basis. 
I have had the most success by person- 
ally taking samples of work to the 
owner or the buyer in the store rather 
than mailing samples of my work. | 
receive fifty-five cents per set of four 
Button-face tallies (or place cards), or 
$1.65 per dozen. The cost of making 
one dozen is approximately twenty-five 
cents, so the profit amounts to $1.40 
per dozen. The shops sell them to the 
public at various prices, mostly from 
eighty-five to ninety-five cents per set. 
For the other place cards and tallies, 
i charge less, for the cost of making 
them is less, and there is 
involved. 

If you are interested in making tallies 
and place cards to sell—and there is 
a market for them!—I would suggest 
that first you make some for your own 
use, or for gifts, and later on when you 
feel your skill increasing and you are 
satisfied that your work is as good 
you can make it, then approach the 
gift shops. Your work must look pro- 
fessional, and your products must be 
very attractively packaged. In every 
field of endeavor there is competition,

on with wire and a white, red or green 
bow is placed on the stem, just above 
the ornaments, covering the wire fas- 
tenings, and finishing the corsage off 
effectively.

A corsage pin completes it, and some- 
times she adds an ornamental ball, par- 
ticularly if she wishes to match the cor- 
sage to a pair of the colored earrings. If 
more ornate bells, such as plastic ones 
dipped in glitter, are used, plus lots of 
holly berries and a large satin bow, the 
price can be higher.

The stem should be cut at an angle to 
form a point so it can be pushed into 
the moss easily. If the moss is too dry, 
soak the whole base in water before in- 
serting greens. 

Now, having assembled an assortment 
of available greens, the sides are filled in 
till the moss is almost concealed. Per- 
haps half a dozen stems of lycopodium, 
several pieces of pine, some more hem- 
lock and two nice branches of laurel, all 
about six to eight inches long and stems 
cut at an angle are enough adequately to 
cover the base. 

A couple of pine cones are wired on 
small sticks or, if the wires are heavy 
enough, sticks are not necessary. These 
are inserted among the greens on each 
side of the base. The cones may be 
gilded, silvered, enameled or coated with 
glitter. 


a fal SEVERAL Clusters of red berries 
are placed in position. Any native 
red berries may be used. I have used 
black alder berries but they drop off 
readily. I usually purchase bunches of 
artificial berries at ten cent stores for 
about fifteen cents. Three or four of 
these are doubled and wired to a sharp- 
ened stick to form a cluster. 

Now gently pull out the paper plug 
and insert the candle, pushing down 
and twisting slightly to make certain 
it is sitting firmly in the wood base 
(Figure 4.) If the centerpiece is to be 
mailed, I leave the plug in and instruct 
the recipient to insert candle.

ones. I have been told that they are 
worth more but I feel we have a fair re- 
turn for our time and money invested. 
If you have access to a variety of greens, 
you can earn good money and receive 
endless compliments. 


M°*" OF my general Christmas dec- 
oration business consists of repeat 
orders I have had for over twenty years. 
In the beginning I took over a small 
princess pine wreath business some boys 
had outgrown by going to college. It 
was difficult to procure sufficient prin- 
cess pine to make up the orders ‘so I 
combined it with other available mate- 
rial. 

My customers are chiefly in the top- 
income bracket of our town. Occasion- 
ally I have taken a sample and solicited 
orders but for the most part, the custo- 
mer seeks us upon seeing the greens in 
another customer’s house or place of 
business. 

I keep a record of each customer, 
amount of each kind and size of green 
purchased the previous year. Before ob- 
mailed double 
postal cards to customers around Thanks- 


taining a telephone, | 


giving time, writing on the return card 
the order of the previous year and asking 
date desired. 
The customers then returned the card 
the request to repeat the 
order or perhaps adding more, also stat- 
ing when they wished them delivered. 
Now I phone for confirmation of order 
and delivery date—if they haven't called 


the approximate delivery 


either with 


first. 

Sometimes, if I am ahead of schedule 
on regular orders, I sell candle center- 
pieces by the dozen to stores either on 
consignment, allowing the store twenty 
per cent, or outright at $8 a dozen. 

Last year a friend with whom I had 
previously worked was manager of the 
Business Women’s Club of another 
nearby town. She ordered decorations for 
her own home and, also, the club. While 
they were being delivered, a local under- 
taker and his wife who came to dine, 
saw them and placed an order. Later, 
other prominent patrons of the club or- 
dered greens from me. I have sold them 
readily at farmers’ markets and have 
procured annual orders thereby but do 
not now have the time. 

My wreaths and roping are made from 
the same combination of greens as the 
centerpieces, except that hemlock is 
omitted from roping that will be used in 
interior decorating.

Courtesy Builds 
Mail Orders 


F YOU are selling your hobby craft 

over a counter, your personality, 
your personal appearance and your 
surroundings all enter into the trans- 
action, and have a good or an adverse 
effect on the customer. If you are 
selling by mail, your advertisement, 
your stationery and the preparation 
of your letters can affect a would-be- 
customer in the same way. When 
selling direct, your courtesy and will- 
ingness to help and advise a custo- 


mer, have definite money value. The: 


same is true of selling by mail. 

I have never yet offered craft goods 
for sale by mail, that I have not re- 
ceived numerous cards and letters 
from collectors who are not interested 
in what I have to sell, but are in- 
terested in getting salt and pepper 
shakers, a toothpick holder, a cream 
pitcher, a crocheted pot holder, 
native rock, a pencil or a figurine 
from my state. I have never yet re- 
fused to try to get the desired item. 
At the same time I have another name 
to add to my mailing list. I not only 
send the desired item, if possible, but 
I write a postal card to the inquirer, 
offering to put him or her in touch 
with other collectors in other states, 
interested in collecting the same 
thing. Practically all collectors are 
willing to pay the cost and a little 
profit to one who can‘add a hard-to- 
get item to their collections. My 
courtesy frequently pleases the writer 
of the inquiry so much that she 
orders a piece of my craft work, 
either for herself or as a gift. I never 
ask for either postage, or a commis- 
sion for getting the desired article. 

When adding the names and ad- 
dresses of these writers to my mailing 
list, it is a small cask to go a step 
farther and enter them in a small 
book in which a page is devoted to 
each one of the twenty classes of 
collectors that I have found to be the 
most numerous. With this book with 
which to refer, only a few minutes 
are needed to copy off the names 
and addresses of other interested col- 
lectors when I receive an inquiry. 
And I don’t believe I have spent 
hobby time in any other way that has 
brought me larger dividends in cash 
sales.
